Dr. J. Frederic Ching, superintendent of Salinas public schools, has 
accepted the presidency of Hartnell College and will assume the posi- 
tion on July 1. He will remain as superintendent of the College district, 
which will be administered separately from the Salinas school districts. 
’ Dr. Ching has stated that President Stuart Dufour and A and M Di- 
rector Lyman Fowler will retain much the same duties and responsibili- 


ties as they now have.

Hartnell separation from the 
three-district organization and ad- 
ministration of the Salinas public 
school system will be affective July 
1, Until now, the college, although 
comprising the high school districts 
of King City and Gonzales, as well 
as Salinas, has been under the same 
top administration as the Salinas 
high school and elementary school 
systems, 

Both Dr. Ching and Mr. Dufour 
have expressed confidence in the 
new plan and optimism for a 
bright future at Hartnell. 

“Separation of Hartnell College 
from the central administration 
with the Salinas Union High School 
District and the Salinas City School 
District should be beneficial to our 
college,” Mr. Dufour said. 

“I worked. with Dr. Ching for 
some three years as his assistant be- 
fore returning to Hartnell College 
as president,” he continued, “and 
I am confident that having Dr. 
Ching working full time for the 
college district will be beneficial 
to the college.” 

In a statement prepared for the 
Panther Sentinel, Dr. Ching says: 

“In accepting the offer of. the 
Board of Trustees of the Hartnell 
Joint Junior College District to be-

Program Adopted 
By City Council 


A new program for Hartnell Col- 
lege students interested in an, en- 
gineering career has been approved 
by the Salinas city council. 

The program, as outlined by 
Personnel Director Charles Doud, 
is a three-year course of study and 
work leading to the Associate of 
Arts degree. 

Students taking part in the pro- 
gram would attend classes half-days 
and work 20 hours a week for the 
city. They would receive $120 a 
month for the first year, $145 the 
second year, and $175 a month the 
final year. 

The city hopes the students would 
either continue their engineering 
studies or go on working for the 
city on a full-time basis after the 
three-year program is completed, 
Mr. Doud said.

HARTS SPLIT TWO GAMES 
IN 1957 SEASON FINALE; 


Hartnell’s Panthers, competing against a highly-touted Menlo nine, 
played inspired baseball to down the Oaks in the opener and to go 
down in a stubborn defeat in the second game. Hartnell, led by the 
one-hit pitching-of Jesse Dominguez, topped the Menloans 3 to 0 in the 
victory. In the afternoon contest, pitcher Bill Beretta allowed only 
three hits but was tagged with a 2 to 1 loss. The conference double 
header, which was the last two games of the 1957 season for the Pan- 
thers, was played in Menlo. 

Hurler Dominguez was nothing 
short of terrific in what was un- 
doubtedly his best effort of the sea- 
son. In all, Dominguez faced only 
$1 batters and struck out two of 
them. The Oaks were retired. in or- 
order in the first, second, fourth, 
fifth, seventh and eighth innings.

Dominguez walked but one man 
and hit three with wild pitches. 
Until the ninth frame the Menlo 
team had yet to get a hit, but with 
one out Bill Barnes, the Oak first 
baseman, sent a low line drive into 
left centerfield for the one Menlo 
safety of the game.
